J 89.104 chicks grown u n d e r the 6- 
!point sanitation system suffered a! 
loss of only 5.43 per cent by death.

Clean chicks and clean ground I 
have been the most effective prac-; 
tic; s in saving the lives of chicks. ! 
Favorable results, though not so sig­ 
nificant. have been obtained with 
clean feed and early hatching dur­ 
ing the eight years. 


INDICTED FOR STEALING 
$100,000 IN GEMS 


New York, Feb. 19 (AF)—A Kings 
county grand jury Thursday in­ 
dicted Louis Gorlick, 33, on a charge 
of stealing $100,000 worth of dia­ 
monds from Joseph Rose, 64, re­ 
ared diamond merchant who, unti' 
recently, received $32 a month in 
home relief. 
Rose was held in $1,500 bail on 
a charge of violating the public 
welfare law as a result of his ac­ 
cepting home relief while being in 
possession of a fortune in gems es­ 
timated at $500,000.
